The brave patient comforts hiinself with 
characteristic manfulness, and is hopeful of 
recovery. Yesterday he asked Dr. Boynton, 
of Cleveland, about his mother, his two sons 
who are staying at Mentor, and about other 
members of the family, and was much 
pleased to hear that his mother bore 
up so bravely. In reply to a question Dr. 
Boynton told him that he thought he would 
pull through, and the President then said, 
“ [ hope so, and I intend to do my part to- 
wards pulling through.”

A WIDE ACQUAINTANCE.

He is the best assistant 
the District Attorney has in solving all the 
mysteries that surround the case, and in 
unraveling theories sent here by outside 
people. Almost everyone in Washington 
seems te have seen him, and to have 
heard him talk queerly. One man reports 
that he took a drink with him, but Guiteau 
never drank in his life. Another bought a 
pipe of him, but Guiteau never smoked in 


his life. 
THUS IT GOES, 
until it seems as though Washington was 
the most imaginative place in the world. 
Four men have sworn that. he was the first 
man to arrest Guiteau on the morning of the 
shooting.

A DOCUMENT has just been issued by the 
Bureau of Edacation at Washington which 
contains some interesting information.. The 
principal contents are the progress of edu- 
cation in Belgium during the past fifty years, 
education in Malta, iiliteracy- and crime in 
France, and school sayings-banks, The sub- 
stance of these contents may be briefly stated. 
In 1830, when Belgium separated from Hol- 
land, there were in Belgium proper 3 univer- 
‘sities, 46 secondary schools, and 1,146 primary 
schools. In 1875 the number of infant schools 
was 97,382, and the number of adult schools 
2,615. In 1881 the Belgian Chambers voted 
$129,551 for all educational purposes; in 1880 
the educational budget amounted to $3,308., 
224. Such statistics as these show that Bel- 
gium has used her fifty years of liberty to 
good purpose. In Malta, in 1838, there were 
but 3 elementary schools, supported by the 
English Government, with about 800 pupils. 
Now there are 84 schools, with 8,565 pupils, 
in a population of 149,08. Those who 
have studied the relations of illiteracy 
and crime will be interested in a table for- 
warded to the bureau, from which it ap- 
pears that of 3,354 persons arrested in the 
various French departments 1,480 were un- 
able to read and write, 1,362 could only read 
and write imperfectly, and but 519 could 
read and write well. The document also 
contains some interesting information as to 
the school savings-banks in France. There 
are 10,261 of them, with 213,135 depositors 
and 4,246,613 francs deposited. The system, 
which originated in France, is now success- 
fully established in Belgium, Holland, Italy, 
Switzerland, Germany, and other European 
States, and was instituted to teach children 
the benefits of small savings with reference 
to future economy. In France, the teacher 
of the school receives the. contributions ofa 
pupil until they amount to a franc, when 
they are deposited. The pupil keeps an ac- 
count of his deposits, and the bank-books are 
kept by the teacher until the pupil leaves 
school, when they are turned over to the par-

GARFIELD AND LINCOLN. 

‘There was never before in the world’s his- 
tory, probably, so much praying in five days 
as there has been in the United States since 
last Saturday when it became known that 
President Garfield had been shot and se- 
riously wounded. It may be said that every- 
body, almost, has been constantly praying 
for the President’s recovery. Col. Ingersoll is 
not much of a believer in the efficacy of prayer 
in his calmer moments, but he has doubt- 
less prayed very fervently thas the President 
might be spared to his country, to his noble 
wife, to his fond old mother, and his weep- 
ing children. The prayers of Christians have 
been powerfully reinforced by the petitions 
alike of patriots and infidels. The scenes of 
the last few days recall those of the War of 
Rebellion, when the Union armies were 
driven back with great slaughter. When 
hope was dead, faith rose triumphantly, 
rallying the waning courage of the people. 
With the eye of faith the people discerped the 
National victories of the future. They could 
notand would not believe that acause so 
just was destined to perish, and they prayed 
and agonized then for the preservation of the 
Nation as they are praying and agonizing 
now for the recovery of the Chief Magis 
trate. 

In the great crises of the War strong men 
wept as strong men have wept during the 
crises of the President's cruel wounds. 
Every Confederate victory of the War 
plunged the North in gloom and evoked 
showers of tears. So have the risin- pulse- 


beats of the wounded Chief Magistrate 


chilled the hearts of the people not of the 
North alone, but of the whole country. On 
the other hand, every Union victory’ was re- 
ceived with jubilant shouts throughout the 
North, as every encouraging bulletin of the 
President’s condition has brightened the 
faces of the people of the whole country. 
In the brief period covered by President 
Garfield’s Administration the people have 
come to mspeect and love him so much that 
they regard his apprehended death not only 
as a calamity tothe Nation, but as a source 
of profound personal grief. 

In the touching devotion manifested 
towards the suffering President, the senti- 
ment of patriotism and that of warm per- 
sonal friendship are blended. To the polit- 
dcal relations which existed between the peo- 
ple and the Chief Magistrate of their choive, 
the blow of the would-be assasin has added a 
feeling of kinship. The love of the peaple 
for Garfield is the counterpart of that felt for 
Lincoln. The two characters possess much 
in common; both’ were formed by extreme 
poverty, hardship, and trial. Lincoln was 


humble, hopeful, and courageous, and Gar- | 


field combines these qualities in aremarkable 
degree. Lincoln was merciful and charitable 
to a fault; so is Garfield. Lincoln adored 
free institutions; so does Garfield. Lincoln's 
heart was as tender as a woman’s; 80” is Gar- 
field’s. Lineoln’s fortitude was as firm as a 
rock; so is Garfield’s. Lincoln was 
more original than Garfield, but Gar- 
field is more highly cultured than 
Lincoln was. If Garfield has imjated any 
one itis Lincoln. He has made the people’s 
idol of the Rebellion epoch his ideal. And 
this is the secret of the people’s devotion to 
Garfield. They have drawn the parallel be- 
tween the two characters, and they pray. now 
for the recovery of Garfield, as they would 
have prayed for Lincoln’s recovery had his 
assasin left any room for hope. When 
Garfield shall have recovered, when héestands 
erect in health ones more, and takes a retro- 


| spective view of the scenes through which 


the country is now passing, he will be over- 
whelmed with a keen sense of responsibility 
for so much devotion. 

Lincoln nad a dim presentiment of his im- 
pending fate, and its awful shadow chas- 
tened his soul during the latter days of his 
life. if Garfieid shall pass sately through 
this great crisis, its chasgening influences will 
remain with him throughout his career. He 
Will feel that he has been almost miracu- 
lously preserved for his country, not for 
self. And of such a man, so snatched from 
the fiendish malice of the would-be assasin 
and from the jaws of death, what may not 
the country hope! 

On the anniversary of the Nation’s birth 
the nsual joyous outbursts of gratitude and 
enthusiasm were hushed. Grief, like a pall, 
overspread the land; tears took the place of 
shouts; the people bowed their heads, and 
spoke in whispers, and prayed for the life of 
the loved and respected Chief Magistrate. If 
that life shall be spared it will be fit, on the 
day the final assurance of recovery comes, 
that the country should raise anew the sup- 
pressed shouts of the Nation’s great anniver- 


sary, adding to them a prayer of thanksgiy- 


ing for the recovery of the President.

Addmg this year’s 
arrivals the world has contributed about 
11,000,000 to our population during the past 
century, and still there is room for more.

Tue cruise of the ship Ferret is likely to 
be memorabie in the annals of crime. It is the 
first vessel to be usedin an extensive and de- 
liberately planned series of confidence opera- 
tions. The Ferret was asteamer of 346 tons, 
and was owned by the Highiand Railroad Com- 
pany, having headquarters in Glasgow. in Oc- 
tober, 1880, a stranger named Waiker, profess- 
ing to act for a principal called Smith, appeared 
in Glasgow and effected a charter of the Fer- 
ret fora voyage of six months. He asserted 
that Smith had an invalid wife and desired to 
give her the benefit of sea-breezes. Whether 
money passed between Walker and the Railroad 
Company istiot certainly known, but it is be- 
lieved that at most he made only a small partial 
payment and gave ‘worthiess papers for the 
A new crew was sbipped at Car- 
diff, and the Ferret sailed from Milford Haven 
the Ist of last Nevember. The course was 
kept until the vessel had passed through 
the Straits of Gilbraitar. Then in the 
night the ship was brought to; the 
tunnel, previously white, was painted 
black: and the beats, instead of blue, became 
suddenly white. The number was also changed. 
The lights were obscured, and the vessel in a dark 
night slipped quietly back through the Straits. 
When nearly out, two boats, some buoys, casks, 
and other articles bearing on them the name of 
the Ferret were thrown overboard, the intention 
being to create the impression in England that 
the ship had all on board per- 
ished. Itis be that confederates of the 
swindlers in E obtained insurance on this 
supposed loss. The Perret touched at Cape Verde 
Nov. 21, and took in stor¢s, for which fraudulent 
paper was given. Leaving Cape Verde, the ship's 
name was changed to Tue Benton.” At San- 
tos the swindiers obtained on false pretenses a 
cargo of coffee for Marseilles. They sold it 
in Cape Town for $75,000; again brought 
out the paint-pot, changed the ship’s name 
to “The India.” and sailed away to 
Mauritius. Here the steamer was docked 
and repaired, and theshipwright paid in another 
false bill. Melbourne was the next stopping 
place and the last. It was reached ip April, 
1881. By this time the exploits et the disguised 
Ferret had been heralded far and wide by eleo- 
tric telegraph, and nx eyes were on the watch 
tor her. The swindlera and the “invalid” Mrs. 
Smith were captured and jailed. The crew, who 
have been held ignocent of connivance in the 
frauds and who lest their wages for the trip, 
were eager to bear testimony against the prin-

We cannot 
for a moment pretend to regard the innova- 
tion in ctiminal procedure sanctioned by the 
Assembly is an improvement in the law. 
That it should be thought an improvement 
is, however, conclusive evidence that the 
whole judicial system of France needs re- 
form.

In passing about among 
the tents the boy caught sight of Griffin and 
pointed him out as one of the parties to the 
murder. On being arrested Griffin confessed 
participating in the erime, — denied doing 
the killing, and pointed out Denton as the 
real murderer.

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‘DANGER FROM COMETS. 


te explain what are the dangers to which we 
are thus exposed. . 


It is hardly necessary to explain, per- 
haps, that the idea of r to the earth 
from arose o ally from entirely 
incorrect ideas respecting the movements of 
comets and their positions in space. Men 
saw what looked like a blazing star followed 
by a long, luminous appendage appar- 
ently in the air over their heads. What 
could be more 
suppose that the presence of such & body in 
the air not only portended mischief, but 
actually caused mischief? If plague or pesti- 
lence chanced to follow soon after the ap- 
pearance of such an object it was natural to 
suppose that the comet had distributed the 
seeds of disease through the atmosphere. If 
great conflagrations occurred, then the comet 
had scattered ‘phlogiston’ over the cities 
which had so suffered, or had so dried the 
alr as, to render any fires which 
might occur more disastrous. And it 
was even more natural to suppose, 
if a warm summer followed the appearance 
of a comet, that the exceptional warmth was 
caused by the presence of that body in the 
air. 80 soon, however, as men learned the 
true movements of comets all such ideas 
were to be absurd. The comet which 
see to be in the air was seen to be millions 
of miles beyond the extremest limits of the 
atmosphere. The which seemed to carry 
the comet over cities and countries of 
the world was found to bea path iu inter- 
planetary space, having no more special re- 
lation to one terres region than to an- 
other. Neither by its mass nor by its in- 
trinsic heat or lustre coulda comet in any 
way affect.the earth: while instead of pur- 
suing a special path in the heavens to warn 
men (especially Kings and Princes) of dan- 
ger, a comet yed- throughout its entire 
course the same simple jaw of gravitation 
which guides the planets (and among them 
the earth itself) in their courses. 

That the comets discovered this year, or 
any other comets, should portend exceptional 
weather to the earth simply because they are 
seen in our skies appears n to the astron- 
omer an idea altogether absurd and scafcely 
worth the trouble of refuting. To the stu- 
dent of science accustomed to ask when par- 
ticular etfects are concerned, the question 
how and ‘ why’ such effects are to be pro- 
duced, it is sufficient to note that in no way 
known to science can comets bring dangers 
of the kind considered. 

But it is otherwise when the general 
question is asked, Can camets in any way 
bring danger to the earth? Science cannot 
in this case answer positively that there is no 
danger. The fall of a comet on the earth, 
utterly unlikely though such an occurrence 
ma might bring danger of a very

New York, July 7.—To-day the wheat 
market suddenly changed for the better on 
stronger speculative buying begup in this 
and the Chicago market simultaneously by 
Armour, and followed by a general rush of 
the shorts to cover, for fear of his taking 
hold of the market and giving another twist 
upward.

The mi er season reasserted itself 
again yesterday in a very trying manner, and 
the wholeeity gasped under the infliction of 
a superabundance of solar caloric. There 
was a wedterly breeze abroad, but it, too, was 
a sufferer, having been thoroughly warmed 
up as it swept over the prairie and deprived 
of its power to cool the cheeks of those. per- 
spiring beneath the rays of the hot July sun. 
There were clouds, too, but they were few 
and far between, andof such thin texture 
that the shade they cast had but little palli- 
ating power. Asis usual on such days, a 
vast consumption of cooling beverages was 
indulged in, and cobblers and punches, and 
beers and lemonades disappeared by the 
thousands. The proprietors of lemonade- 
stands in the open street—an institution 
which within the past year has attained 
wide-spread popularity—did a land-office 
business from morning till night, and their 
profits must have been handsome. There are 
about twenty of them, and it was learned 
yesterday that their business averaged about 
500 tumblers each, or à total of 10,000Jem- 
onades swallowed by thirsty foot-passen- 
gers during the day. A very accurate esti- 
mate of yorecter's rofits of the lemonade- 
vender can easily made. He buys his 
lemons whol e at about two cents apiece. 
The lemonade contains the juice of half a 
lemon, cost one cent, while the sugar, ice, 
and straw represent about another half cent. 
His 500 lemonares cost him thus about $7.50; 
he sells them for $25, and thus realizes for his 
labor the handsome margin of $17.50,—a 
financial statement that ought to have the 
effect of largely increasing the number of. 
stands iy the business part of the city. On 
the other hand, however, it must be remem- 
bered that yesterday was an exceptional day, 
and that iif cool weather the lemonade-faker 
has to quote business as dull, stocks on hand 
large, with no demand to speak of, an 
the prospect of trade, unless good weather 
in nineties, or higher, sets in, very un- 
favorable. Take it all through the season, it 
possibly is not such a remunerative business 
as it looks on.a steaming hot day, and there 
had, perhaps, better not be a too sudden and 
widespread multiplication of competing es- 
tablishments. 

Figures really convey no adequate idea of 
the weather which visited Chicago yesterday, 
though for purposes of comparison they are 
invaluable. Viewing the matter in the light 
of the returns, it wasn’t so hot all,— 
not so hot, in faet, as on several other days 
which live in every Chicagoan’s remem- 
brance, and especially certain days last sum-

Industrial Education. 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, July 6.—I have been much interested 
in the articles which have appeared recently in 
your valuabie paper upon the subject of indus- 
triai education. While there is much truth in 
the statements which have been made; as for in- 
stance, the desirability ot eradicating from the 
mind of our youth the idea that there are de- 
grees of respectability in work; of leading more 
of them to seek profitable fieldsof labor in the 


‘direction of industrial occupations in distino- 


tion from mercantile; of instilling in their 
minds a love for work per se, and securing for 
them such a habit of work, of trained manual 
skill, that idleness would be distastef ul to them, 
—of the desirability of all this ‘there is no ques- 
tion. 

It is only when you come to apply the remedy 
that I object. You say, “teach the use ot tools 
in our common schools.” Very well; but the 


use of what tools, pray? What trades shall be 
taught in our common schools? Upon what 
principle shall the selection be made? Shall we 
train carpenters and refuse to prepare horse- 
shoers? Sbali we admit into the schools cabinet- 
making, but shut out tanning? Are the lathe, 
the plane, the saw, the chisel, to be preferred to 
the steam trip-hammer, the grimy smithy, the 
resounding boiler-making industry? 

If so, upon what grounds. It will not dotoob- 
ject to the noise, the dirt, the d bie sur- 
ruund for these are necessary 9 Sag ecm of 
many of the trades.

It has been all the people coul 
do to make au honest liv raising wheat 
and corn, and the finer products of the soil 
were not looked after to any great extent 
until the actual necessities of the pioneer in- 
habitants were supplied. A short time prior 
to the centennial anniversary certain gentle- 
men with wealth and leisure, and some who 
were not so wealthy, discovered that the soil 
of Nebraska was favorable to all kinds of 
small fruit, and also that the apples grown 
here were equal, if not superior, to the same 
product in the older States. Some of this 
fruit was taken to the Centenntal and there 
placed on exhibition, and when the grand 
round-up of prizes was made Nebraska was” 
the first in the“ list as growing the finest 
apples on exhibition. Since that time the 
State has dually improved in this respect.
